Social and Economic Sore 
Spots Brought to Light 
In Winnipeg 


The Labor Women's Social and 
Economic Conference of Canada has 
just concluded its seventh annual con- 
ference in Winnipeg. Delegates were

Fothergill, represented Edmonton, and 
their progressive spirit reflected great 
credit on their city

in Saskatoon: President, Mrs. H

Reducing the age cf those eligible 
for old age pensions from 70 to 65 was 
advocated by Mrs, Geo.

Mrs A. Wright, Calgary, gave a very 
interesting paper on the successful 
1@ of the co-operative milk 
scheme in Calgary. Some 6,800 quarts 
are being distributed daily, and be- 
sides improving the quality of the 
milk, both producer and consumer 
benefit by getting a greater share of 
their united labor

trial field; married women in industry; 
immigration; establishment of homes 
for destitute girls and the recent un-
